“THE LONDON POLICE, 


Daring my recent visit to London I spent 
considerable timo inycetigating tho police 
force of that city, says o writer in the New 


The hietory of the London polioo has yat 
to ‘he written, and a very carious reogtd in- 
deed would be that of tho successive changes, 
alway 6 in the direction of improvement, 
whioh bays beon made in the institution, 
the Sissipling and the dress of the metropo- 
litan and sity police sinoa the force, exta- 
blished by Act 16 of George I'V,, commouced 
duty on Septombor 29, 1829. Altbongh the 
blundering ond inofficient forea of police 
conatables had by thia timo discarded their 
swallow-tailed coats and their stovopipe 
hate, the city authorities, excepting for a 
very short poriod in 1848, hesitated to pro- 
vido thd force with any weapon whatsoever 
excepting a lantern and « rattle. 

At the head of this army of 14,000 polica 
is a singlo commissioner called’ the Chief 
Commissioner -of Police, He is appointed 
by the Queen, and holds hie office for life. 
A general in the army of twénty years’ 
atanding ia always selected for the placo— 
some poldier who has distinguished him- 
self for hia oxceutive ability. The pres- 
ent Chief Commissioner ia Sir Edward 
Beadford, K,0,B,, K.C.8,1, who organized 
the King of  Persin’s cavalry some

years ago, His salary is £2500, or $12,600. 
‘fhis commissioner has the appointment of 
threo assistant commissioners at a salary of 
£1600 (£7600) and allowances of about 
£500 a year extra. These assistants aro 
chosen from the ranka of barristers who 
havo distinguichad themeelves for upward 
of. twelve years in the criminal courts, 
Next in rank come four obicf constables, 
who likewise mast be ‘chosen from tho list 
of army officers in good standing. 

There is strictly no polities in any of 
these appointments, and they are all for 
life or during good ‘behavior. Lt would 
seem fitting to put an oxporienced army 
olficor at the head of such a body of men, 
and especially fitting to join with him as 
his assistants threa exparienced orimical 
lawyers. 

In addition to the 14,000 uniformed 
police, there dre 600 detectives and 500 
mounted ‘police, The department breed all 
their own borses; and they board in bar- 
racks all hachelors belonging to the force at 
1 shilling o waels. 

Tho pay of an ordinary constable is from 
30 to 36 shillings ($7.60 to 69) a wock. 
The detectives or inspectors reeaive £185 
(8926) 0 year, and £5 ($26) advance for 
cach year of service for ten years and then 
£10 advance for the next fifteen years. 
After twenty-five yearn sorvice they are 
peusioned for life on two-thirds pay, ‘The ser- 
geanta of police receive 45 shillings ($11.26) 
a week nnd are only chosen from the ranka 
of constables, Every one connected with 
the force, excepting tho commissioner and 
tho four chief constables, must riso in the 
eorvios from the loweat ranky. 

No ordinary policeman is allowed to carry 
a revolver, oxcopting in the suburbs, where 
revolvers are handed to the men when going 
ont on duty, and ore inspeated each mornings 
to see if any shot has been fired, Each 
oftiocr must likewise report each usa of his 
stick or truncheon. There is almost no 
drunkenness found among tha forex, Most 
of the men aro rearuits from the country, 
and ere farmers’ sona, Any policeman 
found intoxicated off service is put back 
from two to three years in rank and pay, 
and if found drank while on service is’ dis- 
charged at once. 

While I was in London and enjoying the 
courtesy of Scotland Yard onc of thoir va- 
luable detectives was discovered intoxi- 
cated when off daty, He wos reported to 
the commissioner and snmmoned before hins 
the following morning. This man happened 
to be a favorite of the auperintendent at 
Scotland Yard, Mr Shore, who interceded 
in bia bebalf before tho commissioner. He 
had never been reported for any prior} 
neglect during his long term of service, but 
had, on the contrary, bocw of great service to 
the department on account of his fluency in 
speaking four languages. Commissioner 
Bradford said that his disposition was to 
discharge at ance, but owing tothe oxcallent 
character given by tha superintendent he 
woull consider the case for three days, at 
the ond of which time ho decided to ect the 
detective back three years in hie cless and 
suspend him from all leave of absence for 
two years, This, I was told, was the equi- 
valent in money of a fine of £65 or $325, 
From this instance one can obtain 6 very 
correct idea of the discipline enforced ucder 
the present chicf commissioner, 

The fidelity and bravery of the London 
police was well shown in 1884, when a 
couple of officers on daty at the Parlia- 
ment building discovered a lighted dyna- 
mite cartridge in the hallway direetly 
under the ball in which the House of 
Commons was sitting at the time. The 
two men seized the cartridge togetber 
and ran with it borning io their bande 
out into the open courtyard, whero it ox. 
ploded. Both mon are cripples for life. 
Both are deaf and blind and ona bas lost 
his reason. They were at once promoted 
to the rank of sergeants and pensioucd for 
life. One was summoned to Windsor 
Castle, whera the Queea herself decorated 
him with the Albert medal. The officer 
who was confined to the hospital was then 
visited by the Qasen in person, who pro- 
sented him with the Albert medal. 

The latest innovation among the London 
police is the introduction of a lamp fed by 
electricity in lien of the oil lamp or dark 
lantern, Every constable on the force ia 
to ho provided with one. The advantage 
of the new illnminating agent, for the 
detection of crime and criminals will be 
obvious, for the piorcing raya of tho elec- 
trio larap will be a veritable search light.
